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The Bureau has been advised by Mr. Ebert K. Burlew, 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior, that Leon L. Lewis, Secretary 
of the Anti-Defamation League in Los Angeles, has considerable 
information in his possession concerning the Silver Shirt organi- 
zation and other so-c all ed pro-Fascist groups in the United States. 


The files of the Bureau reflect that Mr. Lewis is located 
«~at 727 West 7th Street, Los Angeles, and that in 1934 he was Chair- 
■ man of the Americanism Committee for Disabled American Veterans of 
the World War. He was interviewed during the Bureau’s investigation 
relating to Nazi camps in the United States, by Special Agent J. H. 
Rice, which^tffierview is reflected in a report of that agent dated 
at San Francisco, California, December 2, 1937, page 16. It is noted 
that a copy of this report was furnished to the, Los A n geles office. 


It is my desire that you make immediate arrangements to 
interview Mr. Lewis, obtaining all possible pertinent information 
which should be submitted to the Bureau without any delay. I

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WHO LET THEM IN ? 

Meaning the weird Hock of Hungarian Nazis who as “displaced persons” 
found a propaganda haven in the United States • By JOSEPH l* UCflfTEiV 


B Y 1942, at the height of Nazi con- 
quest during World War II, Laszlo 
Agh was military commander of a Hun- 
garian Forced Labor Battalion. Not a bad 
post for a former bank clerk from the city 
of Gyor who had to be drafted into the 
army* 

By military standards Agh's command 
wasn't much. It consisted of slave labor 
exclusively — harassed Jews and those 
Hungarian liberals who had protested too 
much the pro-Nazi policies of the gov- 
ernment? . Agh's and similar battalions 
had a political purpose far beyond their 
physical value as impressed labor: they 
were intended to effect the gradual ex- 
termination of both Jews and the liberal ' 
element in Hungary, 

1 Agh had a favorite pastime that became 
well knbwn throughout the country. 
When the urge seized him, Agh would 
direct that guards plant bayonets in' the 
barracks' courtyard, ''Then hei would ma- 
jestically order his slave troops \to fling 
themselves on the sharp knives, 4 

He was a man of sadistic crueliy^-^-as ^ 
rCCOrdc^;ind~af£davit^now^provc,.*_JHi*.i 
defenseless victims were beaten regularly, 
kicked- with heavy military boots until 
they sank in unconsciousness. On occa- 
sion he forced them to eat their own ex- 
crement, Once, in a moment of frenzy; 
he ordered that Dr, Ferdinand Deutsch, 
a prominent lawyer and liberal, be hoist- 
ed bodily and tossed out of a window. 
The victim died instantly, 

Agh’s brutalities reached such sicken- 
ing excesses that the Bishop of Gyor — 
later murdered by the Russians — together 
with a group of men high in govern- 
ment, was forced to intervene. Agh was 
courtmartialed and dismissed from his 
command. 

Where is Laszlo Agh today? He is 
living safely and securely in the United 
States! 

He is quite busy' too, serving as the

official representative here of the Magyar 
Harcosok Baj tarsi Kozossege (Hungarian

The supply and demand for dollars has 
just as much to do in establishing the price you 
shall have for commodities, as does the supply and 
demand of commodities.

He stated that they have in Los Angeles an organization called the 
Los Angeles Jewish Council, and that he is now secretary of that organization, 
and that HENEBL SIL&EHBEUG is cnairman. He stated that this organisation, is 
engaged in all sorts of Jewish welfare work} that they had investigators 
gathering information about all kinds of activities, and especially subversive 
activities, and that he Lad compiled a report twenty pages in length which ho 
had presented to JAHL3 EoEGBVDE?, son of the President, about lececber 1C, 

193d, and that Cai. uOiSbVCLI had transmitted this report to Washington, 3. G., 
but he did not know the party to trhon it was sent, but he hoped it would roach 
the i-hite House* 

S. IE5IS stated that his organization lias been cooperating with the 
L’avy intelligence and he lias furnished neaiy all of the information he uascccccc 
to Commander E. H. 2ACEARXAS, district Intelligence Officer, Can Piego, Calif. 
He further stated that a great deal of his information is in memorandum fomj 
that he desired to compile it himself into proper report form and submit docu- 
mentary evidence, so far ao possible, to substantiate the statements which will 
be cade in his report. £’a stated it would take him ten days, and possibly two 
weeks, to get this material together in proper fom.

Replying to your letter dated April 17 , 1939* and re- 
ferring to Bureau letter dated February 18, 1939 relating to securing 
some information from LEON L. LEWIS, Secretary of the Anti-Defamation 
league.., please be advised that Mr* LEWIS -was oontaoted, and a letter 
dated March 1, 1939 was addressed to the Bureau, covering the interview 
with Mr. LEWIS. 


About one week or ten days after this first oontaot, 
Agont FINDIAY oontaoted Mr* LEWIS, at which time LEWIS stated that he 
had compiled a lot of information, but had not completed the work* 
About one week subsequent to this time, LEWIS was again oontaoted, at 
which time he stated he had not completed the compilation, but that 
it would be completed in a few days. At this time, he desired to know 
if it would be possible for him to get a copy of the report which the 
Los Angeles Bureau Office submitted to the Bureau at Washington* To 
this inquiry. Agent FINDLAY advised LEWIS that it was oontrary to the 
rules of the Bureau to give anyone a copy of the report, and further 
advised him that as he had offered to furnish the Los Angeles office 
two copies of his compilation, perhaps no report covering same would 
be nadej that one copy would be furnished to the Bureau with a cover 
letter, and the other copy would be retained in the Los Angeles office. 

Mr* LEWIS stated that he was not sure that reports sub- 
mitted always reached the proper authorities in Washington, or that 
reports in their entirety were submitted to Washington. It will be 
noted in the letter from the Los Angeles office dated March 1, 1939, 
that LEWIS informed Agent FINDLAY on the occasion of his first contact, 
that he, LEWIS, had furnished JAMES ROOSEVELT, son of the President, 
with a copy of a report about twenty pages in length, on or about 
December 10, 1938, to be transmitted to Washington, which he hoped 
would reach the White House, but he stated that he did not know the 
party to whom it had been sent* 

Agent FINDIAY was instructed to inform Mr. LEWIS that 
if he would furnish the Los Angeles office two oompleted copies of his

compilation of the information in his possession, one copy would he 
transmitted to Washington, as submitted by him, and he would receive 
a letter from the Bureau acknowledging reoeipt of same. 

On April 7th, Ur. LEWIS stated that he would complete 
the compilation, and desired to confer with Agent FINDLAY after it was 
completed, but before it was submitted, and requested that he be con- 
tacted on or about April 12th. 

On April 12th, Agent FINDLAY contacted Mr. LEWIS by 
telephone, but he stated he had an engagement for that afternoon with 
two investigators representing the Dies Committee, and stated he would 
contact Agent FINDLAY on the 13th or llfth, but did not do so. 

Agent FINDLAY has had a request with the secretary of 
Mr. LEWIS each day from April 17th to April 22nd, to have Ur. LEWIS 
call, but the secretary has always reported "he is out". On April 
19th and 20th, the secretary reported "he is out of the city”. At 
14:30 P.M. on April 21st, the seorotary stated he had returned and 
that she had given LEfrIS the message of Agent FINDLAY. Up to the 
tine of the writing of this letter— at noon on April 22nd — Hr. LENIS 
haa not answered the calls which were left for him. 

In a newspaper dispatch dated April 20, 1939> it is 
stated that GEORGE F. HURLEY and JAMBS H. STEELMAN had established 
headquarters in the Federal Building, Room 111*2, and that they -gill 
make the investigation in Los Angeles for the Dies Committee. The 
qrtiole further stated that some under-cover men had been in Los 
Angeles prior to that date, making investigations for the Dies 
Committee. This newspaper dispatoh, and also other newspaper dis- 
patches sinoe April 20, 1939, have stated that there is to be "the 
greatest Americanism meeting” in the history of California to be held 
at the Hollywood Bowl on May 1, 1939, and that Congressman MARTIN 
DIES is to be the principal speaker on that occasion. 

Further effort will be made to obtain the information 
from Ur. LEWIS, and if same is obtained, it will be transmitted to 
the Bureau at once.

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MEMORANDUM FOR SPECIAL AGENT III CHARGE 


Sunday, November 5,1939. 


At 8:50 A.M. LT. Conine, of the Federal Building Guard, stated a 
man was presently at the building who wished to relate an experience he 
had Saturday night and would stop at the F. B. I. Office <$f some one could 
interview him. Conine was informed some one would be available to inter- 
view the man whose name was Jaenike. 

At 10:15 A.M. PAUL HENRY JAENIKE called at this office and stated 
Saturday night about midnight he was on the corner of First and Los Angeles 
Streets when three men in a Ford car drove striaght towards him, then swerved 
away shout ing,"We* 11 get you — Free America”. Jaenike stated he did not 
know any of the men but thought they might be members of the Bung. 

The following information was obtained from Jaenike;-? he resides at 
the Konterpile, 125 Weller St., works at the Salvation Army as a sorter, 
was born at Hutchinson, Minn., October 21,1896, first came to Los Angeles 
in 1934 doing general work, worked from 1935 until April 1937 at Douglas Air- 
cnaft doing general work until he was laid off, then worked for the VI. P. A. 
in Los Angeles, returned to Germany April" 1939 hoping to get work, returned 
to the United States this September, was a member of the Bund in Los Angeles 
in 1937 but left the organization because he did not like it, and that his 
mother and father had been born in this country, 

Jaenike also stated he had written an article for the Anti-Nazi League 
publication in Hollywood, and could not understand why the above mentioned 
experience happened unless it was because the Bund did not like the article. 

The writer informed Jaenike there was apparantly no violation v/ithin 
the jurisdiction of this office. 

It is noted serial 14 of file 62-1616 contains a letter addressed to 
Special Agent Findlay from Joseph Roos dated September 9,1939, relating one 
Paul Jaennicke returned to Los Angeles from Germany in September and upon be- 
ing granted an interview with an Anti-Nazi newspaper had expressed his disgust 
with the Nazi Government, but because of several lies during the interview it 
was believed Jaendlcke may have been attempting to gain the confidence of the 
anti- Nazi elements, and that any dealings with him should be conducted care- 
fully. It is possible this is the same individual. 

Jaenike was observed to be 6' 2” in height, weight about 2101bs. , brown 
eyes, black hair thin and receding on the sides, medium complexion, German in 
appearance, large head, full face, and broad forehead. A card in Jaenike^ 
possession also listed an old address as 1164 No. Ogden Drive.

Velvet Paw Replaces Mailed Fist 

"Today’s Challenge" is not nearly as blatantly outspoken as the late 
"Fatherland"; instead of dumping its propaganda by the carload, its "message" 
is administered with a medicine dropper. 


As window-dressing, in its current issue, "Today’s Challenge" employs to 
best advantage an article on "The Crisis of Democracy". From the pen of Hans 
Zbinden, a Swiss citizen, who is advertised as "a distinguished representative 
of the oldest living democracy", it follows the frequently employed technique 
of concealing totalitarian propaganda behind a non-totalitarian front. Simi- 
lar to earlier issues, "Today’s Challenge" for November and December also con- 
- tains- a- contribution- by Philip- Johnson, entitled "Inside War-Time-Germany"^ - 
presenting a most favorable picture of the Reich’s internal conditions. t 

Starting with the premise that "the American public is now thoroughly con- | 
ditioned to believe nothing good of Germany and nothing evil of Great BritairA 
regardless of truth", it eventually arrives at the conclusion that Hitler’s | 
War must necessarily end "in the destruction either of the German Nation or $ 
the British Empire. 'It may take fifty years." 

The reprint of Auhagen’s Town Meeting address sadly lacks the spice of 
critical audience reaction. As listeners all over '>'ie United States remember, 
Auhagen was shown up conclusively during the discussion when he proposed to 
give to Hitler that which had been denied the Kaiser, to wit: Mittel-Europa • 

Obviously, the American Fellowship Forum is no forum in the American sense; 
for Dr. Auhagen omits all reference to the critical analysis of his state- 
ments by John Gunther, Maurice Hindus and others during the same broadcast. 




HITLER’S DRIVE AGAINST DEMOCRACIES INTENSIFIED 


During the Kaiser’s War, German p,r_om &mda^y.a j3_^^^ to be ef- 
fective; now, in Hitler’s War, Nazi propaganda attempts to be super-subtle. 
Whereas it failed 25 years ago by proceeding too obviously toward its goal, 
now it tries to achieve its ends by cunning indirection. 


An outstanding example of Dr. Goebbels ’ roundabout technique is the way 
he strives to discredit democracy. Carefully avoiding the tactics of the 
broad front attack of a quarter of a century ago which proved costly and 
futile. Third Reich propaganda, gunning for world democracy and all it stands 
for, concentrates its fire on World Jewry. In the same way In which the fight- 
against Russia was carried on under the slogan of anti-Bolshevism until three 
months ago, so the present fight against the non-totalitarian powers' proceeds 
under the battle cry of anti-Semitism. 


These tactics of Herr Doktor Goebbels become ever clearer with each new 
publication of a leaflet, pamphlet or book aimed against Great Britain. 

. Even now, with hostilities on the Westf ront gradually warming up, very little 
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of the Reiches hate campaign is directed against Prance, Germany f s Erbfeind 
(hereditary enemy) • Hitler Youth, marching to such songs as ‘’Victoriously 
We* 11 Smash the French” until a few months ago, now intones a new version of 
the 1914-17 "Hymn of Hate” aimed at Great Britain. Instead of Gott Strafe 
England { (God Punish Englandl), this time the refrain runs: Wir fahren 
Jetzt naoh Engeland (Nov/ we drive against Englando)

In the interest of England's encirclement policy , the British rulers 
not only traveled to Washington hut even called at the very home of 
the Roosevelts (in Hyde Parky N * Y,) where , at the bidding of London , 
they stooped to hobnobbing •

This vessel was originally the "von Tirpitz", which the Germans had to give

■was in the form of an expose' on Japanese activities on the West Coast and was 
based on information allegedly furnished ty the ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE. Mr. 
HOLMES said that at the time Dr. LECHNER appeared before the Costello Committee 
it was a well established fact that the Dies Committee planned a series of 
hearings at Los Angeles for the purpose of investigating the extent of Communist 
infiltration into the motion picture industry. Mr. HOIMES said, it is his 
belief that Dr. LECHNER was sent to Washington to testify before the Costello 
Committee in order to interest the Costello and Dies Committees in the Japanese 
problem on the West Coast. HOLMES said this was nothing more or less than a 
“smoke screen' 1 set up by the ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE to suspend the proposed 
inquiry into the motion picture industry. 

Hr. HOLMES stated 'that MILTON SILVERBERG, LEON LEWIS and^HARLES 
EINFELD, the latter employed as Public Relations Director at Warner Brothers 
Studio, will do anything in their power to prevent and stop such an investigation. 

Mr. HOLMES added that he recently observed in the Los Angeles 
papers that the Director was expected to visit Los Angeles in the near future, 
presumably in connection with the investigation presently being conducted by 
this office into the activities of CHARLES CHAPLIN and JOAN BERRY. Mr. HOIHES 
said if it were suspected that the Director were en route to the Yfest Coast 
to personally delve into CHARLES CHAPLIN'S alleged Communist activities, it 
is not inconceivable to believe that the individuals mentioned above would stage 
a fake kidnapping or even an assassination some where in the East which would 
require the Director's presence there.

On the occasion of a recent contact at Warner Bros. Studio, 
HARRY H. EARNER, President, requested the writer to call on him. Ur. WARNER 
explained that it had coze to his attention through SYLVIALILLS, his secre- 
tary, that this office is interested in anti-Semitic activity. lie explained 
that he personally is interested in this for several reasons: He is "Jewish, 

and naturally would be interested in any persons carrying on anti-Semitic 
propaganda. Ho showed the writer a file which dealt with refugees, mostly 
children, who are currently being taken into Sweden. 


It had coze to his attention that Sweden, which he explained 
is a small country and not a wealthy one, is currently on a program of ac- 
cepting refugees from Europe and providing a haven for them. Consequently, 
)~r. EARNER wired his Swedish manager, who, hs states, is a very fine person, 
to conduct an investigation and find out if funds were needed. As a result 
of this investigation, Ur. EARNER lias sent ^110,000.00 to his Swedish mana- 
ger to be used in alleviating whe suffering of those refugees. 


Ur. EARNER explained that it is not the Jew he is interested 
in helping, but rather the Christian who made it possiblo for the Jew to get 
out of Europe. lie said, "After all, the Jew is doomed. The Christian who 
goe3 out of his way to help the Jew is the person I really want tp help", 
ife also explained that many of these people coming into the Swedish terri- 
tory are children who have been cade homeless by the war, and are of all 
faiths.^ Ho said that he considered religious prejudice entirely out of clace 
in America; that among his acquaintances, he knows people who are violently 
anti-Oatholie. He considers them in the same light as those who! ere anti-Sem- 


Ur. EARNER said that his purpose in calling the writer in 
was to offer the FBI his personal help and cooperation in any activity along 
lines designed to ferret out anti-Semitism. In his opinion, anti— demitism 
exists >in its strongest phase entirely within the motion picture studios. 


Hr. EARNER is agreeable to working with us in thait he will 
give us the names of persons, not necessarily Jews, in the etudiob who will

Hr* YiAEKEU was thanked sincerely for his offer and told that 
in the writer* s opinion, there would be no occasion for our asking Mm for funds, 
but that certainly the spirit in which he made the offer is appreciated. 

In HARRY i<AHHIR*s opinion, the anti-Semitic feeling existing in 
this area is due principally to what he tores "professional agitators", cost of 
whoa are employed in the motion picture studios. By way of explanation, he said 
that since the unions were so powerful, a can working in a laboring capacity or 
any minor position within a studio was highly paid in comparison to what he would 
make in any other type of endeavor* JJany of these persons are uneducated; they 
have worked in the industry for years and are now making anywhere from £>300 to 
£800 a month for positions which would not pay anywhere near that on the outside. 
Because many of those individuals are ignorant and uneducated, as well as unap- 
preciative of what the industry is' giving them by way of financial return, they 
resent the fact that the owners and management of the studios make more money 
than they do themselves. Consequently/ many of them resort to slurring remarks 
and anti-Jewish statements which get around among other workers in the studios 
and soon cause definite feeling against the Jews on the part of other people. 

It is the writer 1 s personal opinion that HARRY Y.ARMER is sincere. 
Also, it is the writer 1 s recommendation that this matter be investigated along 
the lines Mr. Y/ARRER suggests, that is - a thorough investigation be undertaken, 
acting upon leads furnished by HARRY YZARIJER and others which may be developed, 
to get at the anti-Semitic situation in this area. It is believed that a con- 
siderable amount of valuable information could be obtained, and certainly the 
results would justify themselves in the good will which would accrue to the Eur- 
eau as a result of such investigation. In Mr. FARMER* 3 own words, "After all, 
the FBI is the only organisation which will get at the truth and which is in a 
position to eventually do something about it". 

The writer explained to Mr. BARKER that this office works close- 
ly with JOE HOOS, IRON LEWIS and others of the Anti— Defamation League, but that 
we did not take their reports as authentic. Yfe merely used their information oc- 
casionally. Hr. TTARHER understood this, and said that he appreciates our atti- 
tude in this matter, saying, "After all, they’re in it for a different reason".

An advisory committee to the project consists of Dean Erwin Griswold of the 

Harvard Law School, Mr. Lloyd K. Garrison of. New Tork, Mr. Raymond B. Fos— 

dick, formerly President of the Rockefeller Foundation, Mr. Earl G. Harrison, 

formerly Commissioner of Immigration, and Naturalization, and Hr. Philip < 

Graham, publisher of’ the Washington Post. Miss Bonteccu is making a broad 

study of the problems connected with loyalty and security matters; Profes— ( 

sor Carr is inquiring into the policies and procedures of congressional 

committees which have concerned themselves with subversive activities or * 

related topics; and Professor Gellhom is making an investigation of the 

impact of the loyalty and security programs in scientific work and on 

American scientists as individuals.

This project will also involve sane effort to sum- 
marize state laws dealing directly with control of subversive activities. 

In this part of the program Professor Lawrence Chamberlain of the Department .j 0 £O 
of Gover nm e n t at Columbia is making inquiries in New Tork, Professor Vern^-^la 
Countryman of Tale Law School is making inquiries in Washington, and I -have 00 
been asked to make inquiries in California, Other states may be covered 
later. It is contenplated that this study will result in the publication 
of a book sometime in 1950, containing monographs on each of the states 
included. 


I am planning to be in Los Angeles on Mon d ay through Wednesday , 
April 25-27. and I hope it will be convenient for'you to see me during that 
period. I am anxious to obtain information which will help in appraising 
the results obtained by the activities of the Coounittee and I feel that 


your observations win tje particularly helpful. 

If the period April 25-27 is not convenient for you, please let ne 
know and I win try to arrange to see you on a Los Angeles visit planned 
for June.

At the monthly Downtown luncheon of the Princeton Club of So* Calif* 
on 5-5- 49, DR. JOHN R. LECHNER was the after-lunch speaker, being 
introduced as the Ex.

I attended the monthly Downtown Luncheon of the Princeton Club of Southern 
California at the Clark Hotel on this date, at which JOHN R. LECHNER was 
the after-lunch speaker. He was introduced as JOHN R. LECHNER, H.A., LL.D, 
President of the University of Pennsylvania Alumni Society of So. Calif, 
and Executive Director of the Americanism Educational League. Title of his 
talk was "Is Freedom Secure in America l’ 

LECHNER did not arrive until the lunch was almost over and apologized for 
having gotten his dates crossed up. He appeared unprepared in the way of 
an outline or notes for his talk and at times got away from the announced 
theme of his talk. However his talk was as heretofore anti-communist 
in nature. He decried the drift toward State Socialism in the U. S. which 
he said was the ultimate goal of the CP. He praised the HOOVER COMMISSION 
REPORT as a remarkable work which the American people should demand be put. 
into effect. He thinks war with the Soviet Union is just about inevitable. 

He decried the number of people in California and the United States who 
seem to be demanding economic security of the Government without working 
for their own security' themselves. He says the State Department has been 
letting foreign agents into the country and admits it does not know where 
half of them are today. He thinks the CP and its agents are a' definite 
menace to the U. S. and that we will pay a heavy price for coddling them 
if and when hostilities with Russia are commenced. He claimed he had been 
studying the communist goal to sovietise America for 25 years. He quoted 
General MARK CLARK as telling him that when CLARK was military governor 
of Austria, every message or communication of any type going in or out of 
CLARK’S headquarters had to first be cleared through the Commissar of Secret 
Police of Russia, which CLARK regarded as a disgrace to the American people. 
He, LECHNER, felt that the U.S. today is definitely at a crisis. 

LECHNER answered a few questions from some of those in attendance after he 
had concluded his talk. Most of those present seemed to be somewhat impressed 
by his talk. In^ answer to a question as to what people and organizations 
of a patriotic nature could do in the way of fighting the evils of foreign 
ideologies, LECHNER made a number of suggestions, one of which was that they 
could contribute both moral and financial support to such organizations as 
his own, namely, the Americanism Educational League, and one that is just 
recently organized called 2XBX8XK PATRICK HENRI FOUNDATION, headquarters 
of which is located at 838 So. Grand Ave., Los Angeles. He did not elaborate

On June 14, 1949^ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, ghost writer 
for Upton Close, newspaper .columnist, 2143 Thoreau, PLeasant 
4-2018, business Post Office Box 270, Hollywood 28, . California, 
telephoned the following: 


WILLIAMS said that he was presently involved in a suit 
as a plaintiff against the Anti -Defamation League for $100,000. 
Trial has been set for Washington, D. C. this coming fall. Basis 
for the suit stemmed from a pamphlet v/ritten by WILLIAMS and 
published and distributed by UPTON CLOSE, entitled," The Anti- 
Defamation League and its place in the .Communist Movement." This 
was an attack on the league, and as a result, the league had, 
through a member of Congress, introduced into the Congressional 
Record information in the form of a letter allegedly received 
from former Secretary of War PATTERSON, which denied that 
WILLIAMS ever had any connection with the Air Corps Intelligence, 
as he claimed in the afore-mentioned publication. WILLIAMS 
said that this claim was absolutely false and that he had 
secured a Congressman friend of his to place into the records 
the correct information, which revealed that he was, during 
World War II, a member of the Air Corps Intelligence, U. S. 

Army Air Force. This suit was brought by WILLIAMS as result 
of the defamation of character before Congress. 


WILLIAMS said that he had learned that the Anti-Defama- 
tion League had organized and was sponsoring a work shop in 
race relations at Polytechnic High School in Los Angeles. 

One pupil from each of the high schools and junior high 
schools was "hand picked", screened, and educated to organize 
little glubs and groups within the various educational centers. 
These representatives were to distribute race literature and 
infiltrate into other organizations and report back to the 
Anti-Defamation League. This movement is intended to expand 
into universaries and colleges and throughout -the nation. There 
was believed to be a chapter at USC operating in this same 
manner . '

V These summaries deal with the 
Communist movement, the Zionist movement, anti-Semitism> and 
related matters as they appear in the national political scene. 

WILLIAMS has also recently published a pamphlet 
similar' to that dealing with the Anti-Defamation League., 
entitled, "The Untold Story of State Medicine," in which he 
attempts to tie in the movement of socialized medicine with 
the Communist movement- and the minority political machine. 

WILLIAMS made available by mail a couple of days 
later a copy of the booklet on state medicine, and the May 
and June, 1949, issues of Williams Intelligence Summary, 
together with literature advertising the Summary.

MESCELLANEOUSj INFORMATION CONCERNING 

On October J ^JAMEIS K. MC GUIN NESS,. Screen Writer, stated to the writer 
that rumors had been circulating to the effect that he, MC GUINNESS, was being 
labeled as anti-Semitic by certain pro-Communist groups in the motion picture 
industry. 

This matter disturbed Mrs. MC GUINNESS considerably and she asked 
her husband’s permission to speak to MENDEL SILBERBERG concerning this. 

Mr. MC GUINNESS did not give his permission telling his wife to forget it, 
but she went ahead and did so at a luncheon she had with SILBERBERG one day. 
SILBERBERG at the time of this original lunbheon stated that there could not 
be any such thing as a file on MC GUINNESS but promised to check it. He did • 
and later reported that he had found that there was such a file. This 
infuriated Mrs. MC GUINNESS to the extent that she discussed it with PAT 
MC CORMACK, who is MC GUINESS’S attorney who* was considerably disturbed and 
upon getting in contact with certain JEWISH friends, was informed that 
a file existed on himself at the ADL. This greatly disturbed MC CORMACK 
who made the statement that a man practicing law here in Los Angeles could 
be damaged by such action and that he was not anti-Semitic, etc. 


He discussed, this with his uncle, Federal Judge MC CORMACK who also 
became considerably disturbed and who arranged a meeting between MENDEL 
SILBERBERG and PAT MG CORMACK to discuss the entire Anti-Defamation League 
set up. MC GUINNESS continued that he has learned from friends in Congress 
that a Congressional investigation will be conducted around the ADL at the 
next session of Congress and that certain Midwestern Congressmen intend to 
expose this organization, which has gotten completely out of hand. It is 
now strictly a fund-raising, "self-multiplying”, sort of organization which 
was originally formed for the purpose of helping Jews get along with Gentiles, 
but it has now' become a private spy agency, building up files on persons 
allegedly unfriendly thithe Jewish people. 


MC GUINNESS pointed out that the anti-Semitic angle has hurt him in 
the motion picture industry $ that the black list is still, operating against 
him, but he expected it and does not feel completely closed out of the industry 
at this time even though none of the major studios are open to him. He 
intends to go independent producing property of his o?m after the first of 
.the year. Originally he felt and had some reason to believe that HOWARD HUGHES 
would make RKO ”a strong pro-American” studio in the industry by hiding

qualified persons of pro-American and anti-Communist background* However, HUGHES 
had not acted according to this plan and MC GUINNESS was considerably disappoihted 
that this step had not been taken. 

In his opinion, the only studio now openly anti-Comraunistic is Republic 
where HERB "YATES has given MC GUINNESS some reason to believe that the latter win 
be connected with that studio after the first of the year.

It will be noted that the "Daily People's World" on May 18 and 19, 

1950, carried articles announcing the protest rally. The meeting of subject 
organization, as previously anno\mced, was attended by SA JACK RICHARDSON and 
the writer. The proceedings opened at approximately 2:30 p.m. with the play- 
ing of the Star Spangled Banner. The chairman for the rally was then intro- 
duced. The chairman for the meeting, PAUL MAJOR, was then introduced as being 
chairman of the Southern California Division of the California Legislative 
Conference. MAJOR then took over his duties as chairman of the rally and 
made, a short introductory statement in which he stated that the West Side 
Committee Against Renazifi cation was a group of leading citizens in the Los 
Angeles area who had been called together today, as in many other parts of 
the country, to protest the renazifi cation of Germany. 


Rabbi JAOOB SONDERUNG was then introduced as "our good friend of 
the Fairfax Temple".

had been killed by the Nazis and that this country was getting ready to do the 
same thing by allowing the Nazis to once again gain military and economic con- 
. trol of Western Germany* SGNDERLING stated that the time had come for action 
and pointed out that in the event of another war "we 11 should be conscientious 
objectors. He stated that we had failed in two wars to accomplish anything of 
value and that another war would benefit nobody. 

The next speaker introduced by MAJOR was DAVID GREENWALD who wa s des- 
cribed as past executive director and present educational director of the American 
Jewish Congress* GREENWALD gave facts and figures, with documentation, on the 
rising power of the Nazis in Western Germany, He stated most of the important 
economic and political positions in Germany are presently held by former Nazis, 

He told of over a million and half jews who were put to death under ADOLPH 
HITLER r s rule and that the men convicted of these crimes have all had their 
sentences reduced to short terms or have been released. He stated that the 
Jewish Labor Council, the Jewish Congress, and other progressives are in the 
battle to stop the re-arming and renazifi cation of Jewfl. His entire speech was 
a long tirade on how the Jews had been persecuted and murdered under Nazi rule 
and domination* 

The next speaker introduced by MAJOR was ALFRED BUCKMAN who was intro- 
duced as being president of the Southern California Division of the American 
Jewish Congress, BUCKMAN reiterated that information given out by GREENWALD 
and stated that the renazification of Germany is not taking place in spite of 
the State Department but because of it. He gave the names of many large firms 
in the United States that control business in Germany, He pointed out that the 
State Department is asking that the United 1 States re-arm Germany for a defensive 
'war followed by the question, "Would we be proud to have the Nazis as our allies?" 
BUCKMAN discussed Senate Resolution 260 which, according to him, stipulated 
for a full review of the denazification program in Germany and urged all of those 
present at the rally to telephone, send letters, postcards and telegrams to the 
United States Senate urging them to pass Resolution 260 « 

The next speaker introduced by Chairman MAJOR was Mrs . BENJAMIN MILLER, 
who was introduced as being the president of the Los Angeles Chapter of Hadassah, 
MILLER advised everyone present to put the "heat" on the State Department officials 
to stop re-arming and renazifying Germany. She stated that the next war will 
be connected with the problem of the denazification of Germany. She went into a 
long dissertation on the six million jews who had been cremated by HITLER and 
stated there were a lot of people in South America (The innuendo was that she 
meant the Jews) who will unite with us, against the anti -seme tic wave in this 
country and the present-day attitude on allowing the renazification of Germany. 

She stated that the ultimate purpose of thersliy was to urge the State Department 
to take action and urge it to prohibit the renazification of Germany, She stated 
that any other action will lead to a destruction of peace in the world as it 
exists today. She pointed out that another war would mean further persecution 
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of the Jews, and that under the present State Department policy we are making 
an ally of a former enemy. She stated that enemies of Israel are re— arming. 

Chairman MAJOR then introduced AVERILL BERMAN, who was introduced as "our 
famous liberal commentator of KGFJ". Immediately upon HERMAN'S introduction 
excerpts from the play "Professor Mamlock", with BERMAN as the narrator, were 
presented^ The excerpts of the play were carefully selected to show the audience 
how the Germans had been taught that the Jews were the cause of all their trouble 
and _ showed that when the Nazis came into power in Germany the Jews were fired from 
their position. 3he play, in effect, dealt with anti— semi tism in Germany during 
HITLER'S regime. Following the conclusion of scenes from the play, BERMAN made 
a short but impressive "pitch" from which he received excellent response from 
the audience. BERMAN then thanked members of the Actors Laboratory for putting 
on excerpts from the play and specifically mentioned HOWARD DA SILVA, KAREN 
MORLEY, ROBERT SHERWOOD, HOWLAND CHAMBERLAIN, HERBERT BI BERMAN and "his very lovely 
’Wife GAIL SONDBRGAARD", and WILL LEE, director. BERMAN then complimented DAVID 
GREENWALD on his speech and stated that GREENWALD had done an excellent job in 
documenting the facts and figures in his speech and that he, BERMAN, was going 
to put the speech on the radio in the future if GREENWALD approved.

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Chairman MAJOR then introduced ROBERT W« KENNY, who was introduced as 
presently running for State Senator. KENNY *s talk was very brief. He stated 
that he had heard a great deal to the effect that the Nazis are coming back, 
but from what he had seen they are already back. He stated that HITLER made a 
great mistake in committing suicide, as if he had not he would probably have 
received a short prison sentence and once again led the German people. KENNY 
read excerpts from a letter which he had received from the Ku Klux Klan. Accord- 
ing to KENNY, the letter informed him that when he was Attorney General he had 
failed to destroy the Klan in California, and that long after he was dead the 
Klan would have a president in the White House. KENNY stated that the letter 
accused him of being supported by "Communists, Jews, and Nigger lovers". Accord- 
ing to KENNY, this letter also stated that the Klan stands for a white, gentile, 
protestant America. KENNY closed his comments in regard to the letter by stating 
that these are the same lines that HITLER followed in building Nazi Germany. 

KENNY wound up his speech by stating that our objective should be the continuous 
surge and demand for peace in order that we will be able to live in a peaceful 
world. 


MAJOR then introduced JACK FLIER as chairman of subject organization 
and president of the Beverly- Westwood Chapter of the American Jewish Congress . 
FLIER commented on how happy subject organization was about the turnout and 
stated that ticket stubs reflected over 4,000 persons were in attendance. FLIER 
stated that subject organisation is composed of the West Side of Los Angeles 
and was originally just a handful of people who got together and decided that 
something should be done about the renazification problem in Germany. He stated 
that subject organization depended entirely on donations for its necessary 
operating funds. He stated that the Y/ CAR plans to send "a delegation composed 
of community leaders to Washington" to further its interests. FLIER stated it 
is the plan for this delegation to contact all congressional representatives 
from the State of California. FLIER stated that when this delegation returns 
it is planned to have a city— wide mass meeting which will be composed not only 
of residents of the West Side but residents of the entire Los Angeles area. 

He said it is the WCAR r s plan to start and promote a peace program. He said that 
in the future, consideration will be given to changing subject organization f s ' 
name to Committee Against Renazification. FLIER said that two resolutions had 
been prepared, one to be addressed to the United Nations with a copy to ELEANOR 
ROOSEVELT, and the second resolution to be addressed to the State Department, with 
copies to President TRUMAN and congressional representatives from the State of 
California, FLIER then read these resolutions which were read too rapidly to be 
copied verbatim; however, in effect, these resolutions urged a full review of 
the problem of denazification in Germany and stipulated that without compliance 
with the terms of the Yalta and Potsdam agreements there can be no peace in the 
world. 

The meeting terminated at approximately 4:30 p.m.

On July 20, 1951, by appointment RANK F. MANKIEWICZ, Pacific 
Southwest Regional Office of the Anti-Defamation League, 2511 Wilshire 
Boulevard, Dunkirk 8-2321, and, residence 11634- Chenault, Los Angeles 49, 
telephone Arizona 93312, and^PHILIP E. LEGMAN, 3522 Moore Street, Venice, 
came to the office together. 

LERMAN stated that recently ri lKE FRIS CH, a member of Local 18 
of the International Electrical Workers, was called in by a Mr. TAYLOR, 
who is the Business Agent for the Local, and wanted to know about an 
alleged Communist meeting that FRISCH attended at LERMAN 's home on 
June 17, 1951* The source of TAYLOR's information was not disclosed. 


LERMAN states that he did have a barbecue on that date and a 
number of anti -Communist people who are strong in the labor movement 
attended, but it was not ‘a Communist meeting. He stated that a Miss 
E. G. DOYLE, a wealthy woman, and one R. P. HANSON attended, and they 
were described by TAYLOR ^.s two Communist Party members. LERMAN admitted 
that he had been a member of the YCL in about 1938, when he attended the 
University of Wisconsin, but he had never hesitated to so state in connec- 
tion with his military papers, and since 1939 He has been anti-Communist. 
He claimed that he walked out of the YCL convention in 1939 at Madison and 
has been active in various labor groups since that time , but not in any 
Communist activity, and he has fought them at every turn. He said that 
he worked for the Auto Workers Union as Education Director from 1945 to 
1949 in the Los Angeles area and he is well acquainted with JOHN DESPOL 
and WALTER REUTHER and gives them as references. 


These men were informed that TAYLOR most certainly did not receive 
his information from the FBI; that if such information had been received 
from any source it would be held as confidential and would not be released 
to TAYLOR pr anyone else. Questioning' disclosed tha^EVA DOYLE lives on 
San Lorenzo Street andf^OBERT P. HANSON at 1022 Fisk Street, Pacific Palisades, 
and is employed by Hughes Aircraft Company. 


These men stated that/$ARTIN HALL, associated with the Unitarian 
Church, is probably a Communist Party member. Theyaaaid they believed the 
Southern California Committee Against Renazification was a new Communist 
Party front. MANKIEWICZ stated that he heads the investigative organization 
for ADL and frequently they receive information about front groups, and once

as soon as possible. He said that they did conduct investigations on people 
like GERALD L. K. SMITH and others and they would like to furnish this on a 
regular basis.

INFORMATION CONCERNING 

On October 25, 1951 the -writer interviewed FRANK F. MANKIEWICZ, r*pre- 
sentative, Anti-Defamation League, now located at 590 North Vermont, Los Angeles. 
He stated that on September 16, 1951 one of their operators attended a meeting 
of the Southern California Committee Against Re-Nazification at the home of 
JACK FLIER., 2Ul3 Guthrie Drive, Los Angeles. MANKIEWICZ understood that FETE 
FURST and JUNE CANNAN spoke at this meeting, both stating how wonderful things 
are East of the Iron Curtain and that the Jews in Eastern Europe .actually do 
not want to go to Israel and are actually coming back from Israel to Hungary 
and other Eastern European countries. MANKIEWICZ stated he understands MARTIN 
HALL also spoke for the Southern California Committee Against Re-Nazification. 

With respect to JACK FLIER, MANKIEWICZ stated he has heard that FLIER 
is a CP member, has been such a member for a long time, that at one time he at- 
tended a Marxist school in Russia and that his folks are pro-Communist. 

MANKIEWICZ stated he also wished tb report that it has come to the 
attention of his organization that a young man by 'the name of FRANK BRITTON 
has written a pamphlet termed ®Atom Treason”, in which he states the President 
and his Cabinet are in the hands of n Jew Communist traitors”. He stated that 
BRITTON allegedly attends school at the University of Southern California, is 
about 1*0 years of age and is supposed to write material for GERALD L. K. SMITH. 
MANKIEWICZ indicated that BRITTON had intended to contact one HENRY KLINE, a 
lawyer who claims to be Jewish, the contact to be made in Oklahoma City, Okla- 
homa, purpose of which is unknown to MANKIEWICZ. MANKIEWICZ stated he thought 
perhaps the matter of sending through the United States Mails publications Such 
as mentioned above might constitute a violation of the Postal laws. The writer 
suggested that in such event the matter should be discussed with the United 
States Pdstal Inspectors, who had jurisdiction over such investigations. 

Inasmuch as the required contact in this matter has now been completed 
this matter is being placed in a closed status.

Mr. PAGAN phoned the reporting agent on January 22, 
1952, at 4:30 p.m. and stated that he widied to report the 
following information as it involved a reference to the FBI: 

Mr* PAGAN related that a Mr. PETTYJOHN, Manager of the 
Wilshire Ebell Theater and a friend of PAGAN, had received 
a phone call on Saturday night January 19, 1952, from an indi- 
vidual who identified himself as a Mr. STEWARD JEROME seeking 
Mr. PAGAN »S whereabouts. PETTYJOHN advised the caller if the 
latter would leave his phone number he would have Mr, PAGAN 
contact him. Consequently the phone number Crestviow 65619, 
which vxas identified as a confidential number, was furnished 
PETTYJOHN. Mr. PETTYJOHN further related, according to PAGAN, 
that the individual calling had stated that he had received a 
long distance phone call from a Mr. A. J. CROCKMEIR, a feature 
writer for the New York Times, who wanted to obtain PAGAN’S 
phone number so that he might contact the latter for a story.; 

* PAGAN stated that through the Chief of Police of the 
Beverly Hills Police Department ho obtained the identification 
of the confidential listing of Crostview 65619. It was listed 
to JEROME STEWARD at 9633 W, Olympic Blvd., Los Angeles. 

PAGAN stated ho called the number and talked to a 
person identifying himself as STEWARD JEROME, and that the 
latter stated that the New York Times representative, A. J. 
CROCKMEIR, had asked JEROME by long distance to contact FAGAN 
to obtain background information for a story. PAGAN stated 
that he talked to the Individual on a friendly basis but did 
not furnish him any information concerning himself or the 
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Cinema Educational Guild. During the course of the phone 
conversation, PAGAN stated that JEROME stated that CROCKMEIR 
had been confidentially informed by the FBI that the latter 
was going to start an investigation on PAGAN’S activities. 
PAGAN stated he tried to "pin down" JEROME on this statement 
but JEROME claimed to know no details and could not furnish 
•the names of any agents who allegedly furnished such infor- 
mation. Furthermore, JEROME wanted to know if PAGAN was 
connected in any way with the "Wage Earners Committee." 

PAGAN advised him that- he had no relationship with the latter 
organization although he was in favor of the committee’s 
activities. 


According to PAGAN, JEROME further related to hint 
that "I suppose you know that the Anit-Defamation League is. 
on your trail" and attributed the source of this information 
to a friend of JEROME'S whom the latter would not identify*

Mr. PAGAN stated that he made a pretext call on 
January 21, 1952, to the Anti-Defamation League and asked ; 
for a Mr. JEROME STEWARD; and he was advised by a male voice 
that PAGAN was possibly referring to STEWARD JEROME, who was 
not directly affiliated with the ADL but was a member of 
one of the B’nai B’rith Lodges who had been assigned to the 
ADL to do inquiries as a member of one of the local committees 
of the ADL. 


Mr. PAGAN stated that he ’also on January 21, 1952, 
checked with Mr, GLADWYN HILL, New York Times correspondent, 
with offices in the Los Angeles Times Building, phone - 
MA 23 45 5 he had been unable to identify Mr. A. J* 
CROCKMEIR as a representative of the New York Times. 

Mr. PAGAN in relation to his own activities 
volunteered the following: 

Mr. PAGAN said that he was still active with the 
Cinema Educational Guild and was currently working on a 
series of anti-Communist plays to be produced in April of 
this year* He further stated that the CEG had been engaged 
in political activities, and that he himself had gone to 
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Washington where he had met and talked with Senators PAT 
Me CARR AN, JOE MCCARTHY, ROBERT TAFT, and FULTON LEWIS, JR,, 
News Commentator , Mr, FAGAN stated that he had discussed 
with the above named persons certain legislation which he 
referred to as the "Genocide Pact" which was being considered 
by the United Nations and which was about to be pushed 
through the legislation of this country without a vote of 
the people. In substance, this pact allowed any minority 
group in any country affiliated with the UN, who felt that , 
they might be subject to injury or have their feelings 
hurt by any other country or officers of any country, could 
be tried anywhere by the UN and any laws the accused might 
have under the laws of their own country would have no 
effect. 


Mr. FAGAN mentioned that GEORGE SOKOLSKY, prominent 
columnist, had publicized this Genocide Pact about a year 
ago. FAGAN stated that he himself had opposed legislation 
and had furnished data relative to its true nature to the ; 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee which was considering 
the measure, which FAGAN stated so far had not passed.

of a meeting of the Southland Jewish Organization at Kadimah Temple, 8056 
Melrose Avenue, Los Angeles 2/28/52 attended by some 300 people at which 
JULES KOGAN was chairman. He began the meeting by speaking of fascism in 
this country and the fact that GERALD L* K. SMITH was having a convention 
in Embassy Hall and that it is not on the subversive list but that organiza- 
tions that tell the truth and good people such as those in court at this 
time are. (Referring to Communists on trial in Federal Court, Los Angeles, 
for alleged Smith Act Violation.) 

Dr. RICHARD LIPPMAN, in giving his life’s histoiy, stated his 
father was a progressive as he is. He stated that the newspaper ’’Alert" is 
nothing but a fascist tool. He stated his stand on the Cedars of Lebanon 
case is the same as he has stated in many meetings in the past, and referred 
to statements he made on 2/25/52^ at -a meeting of the Committee for Medical 
Freedom at 118 North Larchmont, Dos Angeles (see LA 66-3677A-15) . 

.• AVERILL BERMAN then spoke and read from the Communist Manifesto, 
endeavoring to show that it does not endorse overthrow of the Government 
by force and violence. The remainder of his speech was fast-talking against 
the Government/ 


BILL ESTERMAN stated it is time for people to unite; that nothing 
is left of our civil liberties; that fascism is here; the Supreme Court is 
fdll of fools trying to run the country and they are thieves and crooks from 
Wall Street, General Motors, Dupont, eta.
